Tlie t'Oiiii)any has been docility itnolf 
since the reapiieai au: e of ^ <>sey in 
camp. Piz; aid. Uirmerly known tis the 
great Unkuuwn, was out of sight and 
torgotten in r,' hours after his expulsion 
from "Caiup Victorv, ' whi< h was the 
title bestowed mi the (.'uinbcrland ball 
park by Hrc'Wiit' m ci'inmemontloil of 
his rei^toratiou to couunaml. 

Smith Pizaaro'a last play for notoriety 
and tavor was madQ last night and was 
neatly checkmated by Coxey. Smith 
advertised tne appearance of himself, 
Jesse Coxey and the veiled lady at a 25- 
oent lecture in Cumberland. CozeT 
then sowed broadcast a flaming handhiU 
annotmciiig a free lecture by himself 
uid Liovvme jnst across the street from 
nitaaroa ball, adding to the announce- 
ment that Jeaje Coxey would not appear 
at any meeting, contrary reports not- 
withstanding. 

Smith was outiwinted. Coxey's hall 
waa crowded to thu doors, and the &udi- 
•Boe applauded vigorously the old stories 
and amllea of Browne, who. in spite of 
hia unconth appearance and rough 
speech, is a great stump artist. But 
acroaa the street the Cz-paiant medicine 
man leaned wearily on the RMtmrn. He 
had not a single auditor. 

All looks like smooth sailing for the 
commonweal for a week to come and 
than is little prospect of any other 
nratiny. Barring such an ooonrence hs 
the ocmlng of phenomenally had weather, 
there now seems no chance of the com- 
numwaal's breaking up before reaching 
Washington. The gi'eat crowd is ex- 
pectadto congregate during the march 
fatnn Hagerstown to the national capital. 

Frye's Army Be«U a Day. 

EmNOHAM, ma., April 17.— General 
Frye and his commonweal army arrived 
in thia city yesterday 150 strong, Gen- 
eral Frye ia obargo. Thay went into 
camp on the oalakvta of the dty and 
will remain over one day to reet and 
clean up. The men are intelligent and 
well behaved. Mayor Arnold, in behalf 
of the city, has piovided them with food. 
General Frye ad. ireased an audience of 
2,000 from the coorthooae stepa and was 
attentively listened to. 

At Vandalia Sunday half of the army 
left the general's command and will pro- 
ceed to Wasnington along the line of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad. General 
Frye with hia command will proceed 
from here along the old National road to 
Washington. The army seems to be los- 
ing strength and number because of the 
long and tiresome march. Thev are pro- 
vided with tents, blankets and cooking 
utensils and depend upon the people lor 

food. 

KELLY'S ARMY ON THE MARCH. 

Union I'm idc Boxcar* No lionger Trana- 
purt tliP t'oiiiiuuiiwi-alvrt. 

OMAHA, April 17. -Early yesterday 
morning SherilF Hazen called on Gen- 
eral Kelly and told him that his '^4 
hours of rest were ended and that he 

would have to move on by 1 o'clock. 
Kelly promised to start by that time or 
soon after. At 1 o'clock the army re- 
lin(iui.shod the train dt Union Pacific 
boxcara it had occupied since leaviug 
Ogdt 11 and i)repared ifor the march. 

1)1 the mi auwiiilt; Kelly aud Hazen 
had been luokiiig up a route. The gen- 
eral exi.rossed a wish to croas the . east- 
ern boundary olf Iowa at aa near due 
east of Council Bluffs as possible. Thla 
made Uavenijort the chain of crossings 
on the Mississippi river and elected the 
Kock Inland as the route to be followed. 

There wiw no probability of a train on 
tlie Northwest, rn being caijtured as that 
coninauy had ai andoued Council Bluffs 
for the time. Talks Mill, the first sta- 
tion east on the Uo' k Island, five miles 
out, was chosen lor the camping place 
for the night. Kelly "hoped" that a 
train of empty boxcars would pass 
through during the olgfat. It would 
then be captured. 

Daring the stay of the army in«this 
vicinity there wiw no drinking in camp 
and al>solutely no disorder. Many peo- 
ple went to tho camp during the day and 
contributed ciuih an.l clothing to the 
commissary department. Kelly left with

WASHINGTON "offi cials SCARED. 
WhaS Is t* Be Done WhMi the Army Oi*- 

iMuiiur 

W.\sniN(iTiiN, April 17. - Wash:m,'t(jn 
authorities, civil ami militaiy. are bt^ 
ginning to take an active interest iii the 
arrival of Coxi y s army. As the com- 
monweal appi'o.iciies and the stories of 
cletacliinents from var.ous cities begin to 
be authenticated, the outlo<jk lor a rather 
troublesome prouleui lor the district au- 
thorities to solve becomes bright. 

The question, la, what will be done 
with the Ooxeyites after they disband. 
The individual members of the army 
will be without means to get out of the 
citjr and General Coxey has disclaimed 
all intention of leading away the men 
he brings in. It begins to look as 
though the men might encamp in the 
diamct and practically say to the an- 
thoritiea, "Here we are, and what do 
youpropose to do with us r" 

The district commissioners had pre- 
pared a list of th9 statutes tmder which 
Coxey and his men could be arrested and 
dealt with. There is no lack of law; 
laws against vagrancy, against bringing 
panpers into the district, against aaaem- 
bla^ on the Capitol gronnos or proces- 
aionB without a permit. 

Commiaaioner Ross, the preaident of 
the board, yesterday said that the an- 
thoritiea do not think they will have 
trouble in deaUng with the Cozey army, 
and that ha oonaidend the invaaion 
chiefly daupwooa beciraae of the prece- 
dent it would establish. If diwnmtled 
faotiona were to form tha BMit of 
marching npon the Caoitol ia force to 
Toioe their demanda. he tnooght it would 
be disturbing to legislation and decided- 
ly nnoomfonable for the reaidenta of the 
city. 

There aie 460 men on the local police 
force, but of oourse only a fraction at 
the body wonld be available to handle 
theCozeyitea and probabUitiea are that 
it would be necessary to oall upon the 
militia foB aaaistanoe. There are 1,900 
troops so well drilled that they could be 
massed in marching order on two hours' 
notice from General Albert Ordway, 
their commander.

RiCHXo.ND. Ky., April 17 — Laat night 
a band of White C^» went to tha home 
of Alez Johnson, a negro, and called him 
out. They seiaed him and took him to a 
point near the fair grounds and tied him 
to a tree. Hia dothea were removed 
and he waa whipped with Uaok anake 
whips until he waa raw and almoat 
hideless. He grossly insulted a lady 
Saturday night. There is some excite- 
ment among the negroea over the affair, 
and if they resent it, it will not be aur- 
prising. 

Will B« Burned at tliu stake. 

Gainesville, Tex., April 17.— On Elm 
creek, five miles from this place, a party 
of young people were having a picnic, 
and one of the ^Is, Hattie Welch, aged 
Vi years, atarkea with John Baldwin for 
a farmhouse, a mile distant, on an er- 
rand. Not returning search waa made, 
and the girl found in a thicket dead. 
Bbe had been criminallv aaaaulted and 
killed. At least 500 citixens are now 
scouring the country hunting Baldwin, 
Who will ba bnrna^ at tba ataka if 
caught. 



Connterfeit Two Dollar lUIU.

Bt. Paul, April 17.— The Great North- 
em strike haa reached within one 
division of the city aud it is probable 
that it will soon be nearer. On Sunday. 
Grand Forks, N. I)., was tin- most west- 
em point of the strike, but since then it 
has extended to Crookston on the Fergus 
Falls division and tu Breoenridge, on the 
Brecenridge diTiaiou. Eaat of these 
points th) re wa.s ii') interruption to 
triilHr yesterday and west there was a 
complc-te tif-uit. 

(ienoral Manager Case yesteniay said 
that tnis end of the line w.ls working as 
usual, but that he bad no kiiowle<l;;e 
whatevin- ironi tlie oth. r end of tin' line. 

Friends ol tlio strikers in this city do 
not favor the extension of the strike to 
tins division for the reiLsnn that tliey be- 
lieve the coinji.iiiy would liave a certain 
advantage near its headquarters that it 
would not h ive anywhere else. 

Everything has been quiet here, l oth 
at the < ireat Nnrtln rii offices ami tin; 
headqu.trt 'rs of the Americari uninn. 
Everytl'.iiiL; was riintiiug on schedule 
time troui tins city to the boundary of 
the strike t; rritoiy 

The rep lit received laat night from 
the west lb it thr Nortiiern Pacific em- 
ploy s oat there wool 1 probably strike 
in .syiii])athy. ■ .omot \m) \ erified hare and 
it is generally discredite l. 

MeetiiiL's of the American Railroad 
union are being held at Crookst(m, !?t. 
Cloud and Minneaiwlis, at which meet- 
ings it will Ije d cided whether the men 
at the iK)int named will .ioin tb>' strike. 
Tliere was some doubt what action 
would be taken at these mei tinijs. 

At yt. Cloi.d the men d( ( id d to strike 
and oil membei 8 of the uui< ii went out 
at niidiiigiit. i>erybody, including con- 
ductors and brakemen, "went out. The 
men at Crookston are at the dividing 
line, all west of them being out and the 
east not having yet gone out. At their 
next meeting they will decide the mat- 
ter, but it seems they will not favor the 
strike. However, tney will be much in- 
fluenced by the action of the men east of 
them. 

Tliero is no sign of a strike at Fergus 
I'alls, except in the nou-arrivjj of trains 
from the west. The Great Northern 
employes at that point did not think 
they would go out, and the railroad men 
there did not think the strike oould pos- 
sibly win. 

West of these points the reports are 
rather OMager, but are all of one kind. 
Trains ar* tiisd up every where, wad the 
strikera are conndent of victory. At a 
few points tronUa is feared, but gener- 
ally the men are quiet and no trouble is 
looked for. 

At Grand Foxks, the offldala wanted 
to get out a train and had awom in M 
deputies to protect them, but 800 men 
assembled at the depot and declared that 
no train could be made up tiiere. 
Trouble is feared at that point. 

Another attempt was made at Davil'a 
Lake to take out a train, but it failed as 
had both previoua attempta during the 
laat three days. There was no rioting, 
bnt tha 100 atrikera at that pcdnt stowi 
their ground and the train waa not start- 
ed. One train waa moved at Larimore, 
N. D., yesterday, but no mails have ar- 
rived amoe Saturday and everything la 
aaid to be tied up. 

A report haa rsaohed Great Falls from 
Kalispell that a '*acab." who was strung 
up on Saturday night m order to scare 
him, was allowed to hang too long and 
did not aurrive. The report baa not 
been verified, although said to have come 
from a reliable source in the first place. 

Superintendent Currier at Helena has 
called on the sheriff for prot<?ction at 
Great P'alls. The only chaugo in the 
situation is the endorsement of the strike 
by the assemblies of the Knights of La- 
bor located in that city.

Alfred H. Nut- 
ting of New York, thecleik of HarrisiiU.

In aftirining tlie case of theTru8t<>e8 of 
Bracken Academy against Graded School 
District No. 2 of Atucosta, the Court of 
Appeals says: 

Where under the act of 1T9S donating lands to 
the dIfTerent countlesof the Htate for the purpo-iie 
of establishing seminaries of learning the trus 
tees In whom was vested the title and control of 
the lands donate<l to a particular county have, 
under legislative authority, sold the lands and 
with the proceeds erected buildiuKs and estab 
llshcd a school in accordance with the provisions 
of the act, the Legi-'^lature baa no power to take 
from theae trustees or tbelrsuoceeaon the title to 
the property and vest it In the trnetees of the 
common school district. And thli li true, al- 
though the original act making the donation 
provided that it should " be eubject toaii7 fu- 
ture order of tbe Legislature," It being alio pro- 
vided that " the donation berela made abaU for- 
ever oonttnoe appropriated to tbe nie of leail- 
narisi." And even if tbe Legialatnre had tbe 
i>ower to sppljr the property to oommon sehool 
uses It would hate no fight to give It ttKone of 
the aohool diatrtets of the ooanty to the ezoln- 
Blon of tbe other diitrlets. 

Second— WhUe the grant U irrevocable, the 
power exists on the part of tbe Judiciary whou 
called upon to see that the trustees of this fund 
or of the building! and grounds u.>e them as a 
seminary for edncatlonal purposes, and to re 
move them and appdiiit others upon their fnll 
nre in good faith to carry out the purposes of the 
donntioii.

WASHmoTiMr, April 17.— SeiiAtor Mor- 
gan has completal aiid will prewnt to 
the senate within the next day or two 
his refiort on the Nicainxua canal. The 
report, after refurring to the suspension 
of work on tli« caiii:! owing to the mone- 
tary Btriiig» ni>- of tiif liusi year, has the 
following to say of the canal plani: 

"In con»e<iut<uce of the bUKiH'nsiou 
there has been some loss, but not of a 
serious character, in the depreciation uf 
the plant connected with the construc- 
tion of the canal, but all the dredges 
and machinery rG<|uiHite tor dredging, 
and the houses, structureH and wharves 
iii (. ( x-iary tor tlie work on the eastern 
division have hwn supiiliid, and with 
slight repairs are in c'Du liiicjii lor tlie 
immediate resumption ut work on the 
canal. Carefully rcvibcU tstmialvs of 
the > o^t of the canal and the work cmi- 
nected with it makes the total f87,7»9,- 
67U, at the outside." 

Senator Morgan titen says that public 
sentiment favors the building of the 
canal under government auspices, and 
both political parties have iudoi'sed this 
action. Failure of congress to take ac 
tion will compel the canal company to 
accept otTers vt foreign capitalists. He 
thin}[s that when the canal ia finished 
the laud grant alone will be worth f 10,- 
(KiO.OOO. Of the value of the canal fiom 
another view he says; "To the United 
States, in a political and strategic view, 
and as a sea route to our Pacific coasts, 
shortened by more than half the length 
of the present ocean loute, this water- 
way is of greater importance than the 
Snei canal is to Europe and Oreat Brit- 
ain, or thauj; the freedomof the Uospho- 
rous would be to Russia. 

"If it shall result from oar indiffer- 
ence or dread of expansion in the direo- 
tion of national duty and of self-preser- 
vation that Great Britain or any other 
great European power shall get the con 
trol of the concessions that we have so 
far reftised, the result is even now plain- 
ly manifest that the Central Ammcan 
Btaten will repeat the experience of 
Egypt. Then we shall have onr country 
broken in its coast line of trade and de- 
fenses bv a European power, not in vio- 
latlm of the Monroe doctrine, bat this 
will be done In the name of thsee repab- 
lioi on and near the line of the canal." 
In oooolosion, Senator Morgan says he 
^ not think it will erer be necessary 
for the government to adranoe any 
money, either for intereat on the bondis 
or for the constmction of the canal. The 
interest on the bonds, eren after $70, 
000,000 has been expended, is $3,100,000 
per annum. If it reqnlree seven vears ' 
complete the canal, the issoe of bon( 
required will be aboot $10,000,000 each 

J ear; that is, $800,000 the first year, 
800,000 the second year, $0OD,O<)O the 
third year, and so on nntil the seventh 

J ear, when the sum needed to meet the 
iterest wonld be $3,100,000. At that 
time the canal will beopened and in fall 
operation, and its income even for the 
first year will reach $5,000,000 at the 
rate of tolls now received by the Snez 
canal.
